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NEEDS DISCIPLINING.

ENERAL FUNSTON lately made a speech be- 


fore the Lotus Club in New York City in 


which he manifested a fine contempt for the tradi- 
tions not to say the regulations of the military ser- 
vice. 
He made a venomous and outrageous attack 


upon a very large body of prominent, honest, and 
earnest members of congress in both branches. His 
language passed all bounds of propriety in an offi- 
cer of the United States army while commenting 
upon the conduct of United States senators and 
representatives. 


Referring to the casualties in the Philippine war, 


he is reported to say: "All of those men who have 
fallen since .December, 1900, have been the victims 
of a lot of misinformed and misguided peoole here 
in the United States. 1 would rather see these men 
hanged for treason than to see one of our soldiers 
dead on the field of battle." 


If General Funston had his way, he would prob- 


ably beSin with the hanging of Senator Hoar and 
Congressman McCal), of Massachusets and follow 
their execution with a dozen or more senators and 
representatives, whom the country could hardly af- 
ford to lose. 


It is not General Funston himself, however, 


with his hangings for treason and other absurdities 
that is to be feared, but the doctrine of militarism 
which he dates to proclaim with no apparent fear 
of rebuke or discipline. "It is perfectly proper for 
us," he is reported to say in his speech, "to have all 
sorts o*' opinions as to what we should do with the 
Philippine islands, but for heaven's sake keep your 
mouths shut until every square inch of that terri- 
tory, recognizes the sovereignty of the United 
States." That is to say, he doesn't see the way just 
yet to hang our senators and representatives for 
treason, but the policy which he represents requires 
that they shall be gagged and that free speech shall 
be suppressed by militarism. 


When these blatant utterances are compared 


with the very quiet expressions for which General 
Miles was subjected to a reprimand, what sort of a 
letter of censure should President Roosevelt direct 
the Secretary of War to address to this indecent 
and offensive champion of militarism. 
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THE APPEAL'S SUGGESTION.

HE Reno Journal advances the idea of having 
the Silver and Democratic conventions at Reno 


this fall, meet as one convention. This plan would 
be an excellent one and result in a complete fusion 
if the sime class of men composed the conventions 
as were present at Reno at the Central committee 
meetings. There is no assurance that this will be 
the case. 


The Appeal, while recognizing the political as- 


tuteness of The Journal and its sincerity in the 
present matter under discussion, considers the plan 
proposed as liable to the risk pointed out. 


The Appeal would suggest that the only certain 


way of avoiding the confusion which might result 
in the immediate fusing of the two conventions be- 
fore preliminary work is clone, would be to have 
the Uvu conventions meet separately and appoint a 
conference committee to decide upon the places on 
the S.ate ticket that each party would ask for. 


The conventions in advance, should pledge 


themselves by resolution to abide by the conference 
committee's report. 


After this there would be no danger of any mis- 


understanding and the personal friends of individu- 
al candidates would not be able to nulify the work 
of the conference committee by "bucking" if their 
favorites were shut out by reason of the office to be 
filled going to the other conhention. 


After the conventions had settled on the places 


for which they would be allowed to make nomina- 
tions, they could make the nominations and then 
meet in joint convention, and as one convention, 
ratify the entire ticket." 


We cneerfully reproduce the above from the 


Carson Appeal. The Journal did not advise 01 ev- 
en suggest that the two conventions consolidate in 
making the nominations. It merely commended 
the wisdom of the two State Central committees in 
providing for equal memberstv'p, so that in the 
evoat of such a course being adopted, there could 
bs no complaint of unfairness on either side.

Appeal will remember that two years ago the two 
conventions came together for the nomination of 
Supreme ludge. 
As the Democratic convention 


contained the largest membership some of the Sil- 
ver party delegates objected to that course for that 
reason. 
But notwithstanding the greater number 


of votes in the Democratic assemblage, a Silver par- 
ty man was unanimously nominated. Mr. George 
Brown of lilko who was the only aspirant for that 
position on the Democratic side, in the interest of 
harmony, declined to permit his name to be pre- 
»30ted, aad himself placed Judge Fitzgerald in noro- 
iaation.

influence t .c action of the conventions in this mat- 
ter.. It lias implicit confidence in the wisdom and 
judgment that will develop in the two conventions 
to assemble and that such a course will be pursued 
M wi 1 result in the nomination of the best and 
•tfoagttt ticket, and most promotive of harmony 


between the two bodies and the unity of the rank 
and file in the two organizations.
